In (lie je3r 1807, I vras livinar in a lop- 
cabin settlemcnl in Missouri. There were 
bul a few of os f but we were strong-armed 
and stout-hearled — as ■« had need to be ; 
for the prowling saragta hemmed uJ in on 
every ^ide. Ooe day, io the Spring, 1 had 
to go to a neighboring settlement, nliere 
Uocne was, for *otne corn for seed, aod 
did not get back till the next morning* I 
found no 'fife — no child — oo neighbors on 
my return ; only smouldering logs and 
mutilated corpses. The K&vagea bad made 
clean work of il f ihe night before. I wa> 
horror-Mricken ; bul a gleam nf comfort 
came to my heart when 1 im^ed Ihe bodies 
of my wife and child. The)" had evidently 
been carried off as prisoners , and being, 
alive tbey might be rescued* I hastened 
to (he nearest ictltemcut. It \f** John 
0*Neil'* *etilement. On arriving lh*te 9 I 
found John in ihe - sune stale as myself, 
etcepl'n^ that bis fatndy hid been 5'a*n 
along with Ids neighbors— he himself hav- 
ing i-jtapcd by briu jr absent it 1 was — 
He of course did not be>itale a muii.eal 
Io join m*> in (he attempt to rescue my 
wife and child. 

We had ascertained tint the attack up- 
on my .settlement had been made in the 
night by a parly of less iban a tlnzen 
Sioirx Indian*', whose village was near llif? 
mouth of the l)e* Monies Hiver, scarcely 
two days' journey by land np the Mi'siv 
sippi* Tlit-y had descended in canoes, and 
1 knew that I had lost nearly two ilpft* 
\te rniglil reach Ihe Ues Moinc-t by land 
before they could arrive by the toriuou* 
river, and against the powctful current. 

lVofidiug ourselves wilb two titles each 
and a supply of Ddinmnilion, we started 
forth ; mid, being well mounted, rode 
rapidly in a north-easlerly direction, to 
strike the Mis?is>ippi at about the point 
where we expected lo intercept the canoes. 
Here leafing our horses* we examined 
every part of ihe river bank for inife*. 
hoping to find the camping-place of the 
Indiaos if they had yet passed ; for we 
kn*iw they would spend the night on shore* 
We discovered noll'ihg lo indicate ibal 
Ihe/ had passed, though it wae more than 
possible ibal they might have made their 
t'ccampment* on the further side, or upon 
some of Ihe many islands in the river At 
length, on reaching Ihe moulh cf a small 

stream, we discovered moccasin tracks in 
the mud, and the marks where two canoes 
had been dragged ashore ; and, hut a lilth* 
distance Iroin these >ig»% were the still 
smouldering embers of a camp-fire. 

This iTai a joyful discovery. Itul how 
much greater wai my delight when 1 
found scattered near the spot several fa- 
miliar objecls, which teemed purposely to 
have been ]ef| theic as if to direct ond en- 
courage our pursuits* There were a 
child's shoe, a little apron, and a portion 
of a woman s dres*i, which I iii^t;cnlly re- 
cognised ns Ij nmg belonged to my little 
boy and wife* Betides, there wore oihpr 
articles of female apparel which 1 did not

The rebel loss is stated at 2,600 kilted- 
1,000 wounded. The 4th Alabama rcgi, 
ment suffered severely, as did Wado's 
Huiupton Legion. 

Another despatch eayS Hid low of lho 
Confederates is 2,000 and the loss of the 
Federal forces 15,000, and (hat Ihe num- 
ber 1 of tho wounded and prisoners taken 
is not known. Members of Congress aro 
among the number. 

The Journal says the Kcntuckiane who 
escaped from Pcnsacola have arrived hero. 
Thoy say thoro ore only about 6,000 
Confederates al Fort Pickens { that thoy 
are miserably clothed uud fed, aud have 
received no pay since March.

acid by plants, nppcaf to depond chtoJly 
on that aourco of thoir carbon. Thout* 
on lho othor hand, which are grown 
under aomowhat abnormnl condilwna* 
and which atoro up a largo amount of 
succulent products of a comparatively 
low degree of elaboration, nro probably 
partly dependent on the carbon com*
